Mr. Hoffman gives Interesting Musical 
Lecture

Mr. Hoffman gave the second of hi*! 
series of musical lectures at the home 
of Mrs. Galliker on, Monday evening. 
On this occasion he followd on his 
first subject "The History qf Music” 
with “The Growth of 0 peril" The 
tracing of this development through 
the ages from its remote beginnings 
in the ancient Greek dramas, down to i 
the form we have in the present day, 
was wonderfully interesting. Begin¬ 
ning with Italy, and on through 
France, Germany and England, Mr.

He made se¬ 
lections from Meyerbur, Verdi, Mozart 
and Wagner and his playing very 
much delighted everyone present..

THIS IS THE SYSTEM 

In fining a Winnipeg hotelkeeper 
one thousand dollars for selling liquor, 
Police Magistrate Sir Hugh John Mac¬ 
donald declared that as the people had 
registered themselves in favor of Gov- 
ernment control of liquor in the pas¬ 
sage of the Moderation Act,-he intend¬ 
ed to assess heavy fines against all 
bootleggers in future. There are ad¬ 
vocates of prohibition who will argue 
that thousand-dollar fines and, jail 
terms would have made prohibition 
more effective and the bootleggers less 
able to operate. The Winnipeg experi¬ 
ence proves that bootlegging doesn’t 
disappear with moderation, though 
heavy fines, if persisted in, may make 
bootlegging too ooetly to be practised 
very much.—Lethbridge Herald. 


LOST CONFIDENCE 

The Canadian banks are undoubted¬ 
ly suffering from the bad moral effect 
created by the failure of the H.-me 
Bank of Canada, and the Bank of 
Hamilton. Within the past few m. uths 
over sixty million dollars have been 
withdrawn from savings accounts in 
the banks. The depositors have I -st 
conficince to a certain extent and thi 
tariff ire doing vefy little to atfcrtter 
mistrust. Were the banks to adopt a 
more intimate attitude with the public, 
instead of standing coldly aloof, confi¬ 
dence might more quickly be restored. 
Some progressive measures will have 
to be adopted, and that very quickly, 
if the banks are to regain public confi¬ 
dence.—Bassano Mail. 


W. G. Hammond, a Winnipeg man 
who has been living in California, 
warns Canadians to refrain from go¬ 
ing there for the “boom” which has 
prevailed there for several years is 
passed and bankers are tightening up 
on all lines. Oil production is suffer¬ 
ing from over-production and thous¬ 
ands of men are being laid off. So 
those who contemplate a change from 
Alberta to California should think 
twice before leaving. This is the land 
of opportunity and a man is foolish 
to abandon the possibilities offered in 
Sunny Alberta. 

A number of Canadians are candi¬ 
dates in the elections for the British 
house, among whom we find the names 
of Col. Hamilton Gault, formerly of 
Montreal and Capt. Peter MacDdonald. 
The campaign for the coming British 
elections has opened and Prime Min¬ 
ister Stanley Baldwin has started hie 
fight in favor of tarifT protection, with 
Lloyd-George and Asquith alligned to¬ 
gether in the liberal fold. 

No punishment will be metted out 
to Gen. Ludendorif for his part in the 
late revolt movement as decided by 
the Bavarian branch of the German 
officers’ association, who determined 
that he was deceived by Adolph Hit- 
tler, the Fascist, and his behavior was 
found to have been spotless. Could 
this be possible for such as Luden¬ 
dorif? 

Great Britain is taxed almost three 
times as heavily as the United States, 
according to official figures compiled 
in London. The latest figures drawn 
up show that in Britain the taxation 
is 972.44 a head; in the United States 
$25.70; In France $24.39, and in Italy 
$11.81. 

Moderationists in Ontario have sent 
to ministers of all religious denomina¬ 
tions a letter offering a prize of $10C 
for the best essay showing that prohi¬ 
bition is not inconsistent with nor con¬ 
trary to Christian teaching. The con¬ 
test is also open to laymen. 

We cannot be too thankful for the 
prolonged Indian summer we are hav¬ 
ing. It is enabling the farmers to 
their threshing done. If winter 
had set in at November 1st or earlier 
as it certainly does, there would have 
been untold hardship and loss. 


LICENSES FOR HOTELS 

The Bassano Mail believes the gov¬ 
ernment would be well advised t’ei 
enact a liberal law and give the hotels 
the privilege of selling beer. The coun¬ 
try hotels throughout Alberta have 
been the greatest sufferers under ‘the 
present liquor act. They have per¬ 
formed a service in providing accomo¬ 
dation for the travelling public—a 
service which has not been very pro¬ 
fitable. Hotels are a necessity and any 
privileges that can be extended should 
go to them. Club licenses In towns, 
anyway, are undesirable. They would 
simply be drinking brothels of a most 
obnoxious type, rendering no service 
to the community or Hie patrons. Res¬ 
taurants should not have licenses. As 
a rule they are profitable, or atleast 
to a far greater extent than hotels. 
The government will make no mis¬ 
take if they grant the hotels of the 
province, or at least the hortels ir. the 
rur$l districts, the privilege to sell 
beer. / 

A meeting of citizens of Granum 
was held last week to discuss Clause 
D and get an expression of opinions 
as to what it contained. It was evi¬ 
dent that no one present had any 
desire bo see licenses granted to either 
hotels or restaurants for the sale of 
beer, a number expressing the belief 
that Clause D meant only the % con- 
sumption and not the sale on licensed 
premises,all Agreeing that there would 
be a much greater possibility of keep¬ 
ing a check on illicit sale if the privil¬ 
ege for sale of both beer and hard 
stuff were limited to a government 
vendor in the town. A resolution con¬ 
taining above sentiments was unani¬ 
mously passed.

The electors of Galgary had an op¬ 
portunity of hearing Jos.

There are 
$16,000,000 invested in roads, bridges 
and ferrys of the province upon which 
there is an interest charge of about 
$500,000 which leaves very little to be 
spent on roads. Many people assert 
that full amount of auto licenses 
should be spent in districts where ob¬ 
tained, but such demands are unreas¬ 
onable in view of interest charges. 

The Dominion bureau of statistics 
recently gave out figures compiled 
from census data showing the number 
of occupied farms in Alberta of over 
one acre as 82,964; total farm acreage 
29,293,053; average number of acres 
to each farm 362; value of farm pro¬ 
perty $968,437,348 Comparing 1921 
with 1911, land increased in value 77.1 
per cent., implements and machinery 
311.6 per cent., and live stock 65 per 
cent. v

PROTECT YOUR TREES 

From experimental farm stations 
warning comes for people with young 
tree plantations or windbreaks to 
watch two serious enemies to the 
growing trees, namely rabbits and 
mice. A fence of two inch mesh poul¬ 
try netting is advisable to keep rab¬ 
bits from girdling the tree trunks, and 
for the mice it is suggested among 
many things to raise a small mound 
of earth from 8 to 12 inches about the 
base of the trunk, tramp snow, if any, 
firmly about the trees, use tar paper 
or sulphite white building paper.which 
is said to be the best and cheapest me¬ 
thod of preventing destruction. It’s

Since the publica¬ 
tion of the government’s figures, esti¬ 
mates of Alberta’s wheat crop have 
taken a jump as threshing returns con¬ 
tinue to pour in. George Lane, one of 
the most extensive fanners in the 
province, who gave a preliminary esti¬ 
mate of 160,000,000 bushels, has in¬ 
creased his figure to 200,000,000. John 
I. McFarland, president and general 
manager of the Pacific Grain Company 
estimates the total at being 175,000,- 
000 and 200,000,000. .Both Mr. Lane 
and Mr. MacFarland figure that the 
average yield will at least be 36 bush¬ 
els to the acre, as against the previous 
best record of 31.50 bushels in 1916, 
which set the warld's record and which 
has endured until this year. It is 
practically certain that coarse grains 
will also set new worldfigures for av¬ 
erage production. And what does this 
year’s wonderful crop mean to Alber¬ 
ta? At a conserative estimate, taking 
all the crops, including root vegetab¬ 
les, alfalfa, and other fodder crops, the 
approximate value is $160,000,000. 
The value of dairy products is $25,- 
000,000, and livestock $125,000^)00. In 
addition to all this, one must not for¬ 
get the wealth derived by the province 
from its ooal industry. Taking last 
year’s figures as a basis—and the out¬ 
put this year has been increased—at 
the all round average price of $4 at 
the pithead, the amount in dollars and 
cents representes the very respect¬ 
able item of $23,904,000 The total re¬ 
turns of $323,000,000 are bewildering. 
By the lay mind, however, it is easily 
discerned that an enormous amount of 
money will this winter be put into cir¬ 
culation in the province.

TURKEY MARKETING 


The meeting of turkey growers held 
at Blackie on Saturday afternoon was 
attended by a number of turkey rais¬ 
ers throughout the district and ar¬ 
rangements were completed for the 
holding of a turkey killing bee on De¬ 
cember 3 and 4 The meeting was pre¬ 
sided over by Sam Brown, M.L.A., and 
he called on Mr. O. W. Bowlus to give 
an outline of the plans followed. He 
explained that as yet no. price had 
been set on turkeys, but they would 
be marketed according to the prin¬ 
ciples of co-operative marketing. The 
products of the producer will b e ship¬ 
ped to point of consumption, the pro¬ 
ducer maintaining control of his pro¬ 
duct and will thus determine to some 
extent .what the product should bring. 
As yet it whs rather early ki the sea¬ 
son to state what-the^price would be 
at Xmas but it was considered advis¬ 
able to market turkeys between now 
and the 12th of December. The speak¬ 
er had a dressed turkey with which he 
illustrated to those present how they 
should be dressed: Birds should be 
starved for 24 hours before being kill¬ 
ed, and the crops must be entirely free 
from fioodi. Necks should not be wrung 
but the binds should be bled from the 
mouth. Dry plucking is the only me¬ 
thod, and there must be absolute free¬ 
dom from feathers. Head and feet 
should be left ort and all feet washed. 
Birds should not be allowed to freeze, 
but they should be hung up in a cool 
dry place over night to be chilled pro¬ 
perly before shipping. A government 
inspector will be present on December 
3 who will supervise selection and 
packing of birds. It was emphasized 
by the speaker that turkeys would on¬ 
ly be accepted from those who will 
sign up to sell their birds co-opera¬ 
tively. It will thus be imperative that 
those wishing to sell their products 
through the Blackie pool to signify 
their intentions to Mr Bowlus. The fol¬ 
lowing committees were then formed: 
board of management, Messrs Sam 
Souter, Fred Layton and J Elliot; 
weighing committee, Messrs Sam 
Brown and John Grant; wrapping 
committee, Mrs R. J. McKeague, S. Z. 
Greenfield, J Leslie, Mrs. Sterling, 
Mrs. Wm. McKeague, Miss Bowlus and 
Mrs. J. Wallace; packing committee.

The Calgary twentieth bonspiel will 
open at Calgary on Monday, February 
11th. 

It is stated that the U. .F .A. or¬ 
ganization Is in debt to the extent of 
almost $9000. 

The Social Service Council of Alber¬ 
ta will meet at Calgary on Monday, 
December 3. 

Three shipments of fat cattle from 
Alberta apd Winnipeg are being con¬ 
signed to the old country. 

Raymond, Alta., suffers a $100,000 
fire loss in the Ellison mill and ele¬ 
vator, wherein was contained 30,000 
bushels of grain. 

The production of coal in Alberta 
this year will be more than 7,000,000 
tons. Manitoba is taking a big share 
of what is mined and Britain is a pos¬ 
sible customer. 

Fifty acclamations are reported 
from Britian in the coming elections, 
of which 35 are safe seats for the 
Conservatives, 11 Liberals, 3 Laborltes 
and 1 Independents. 

Notice has been given and it should 
be borne in mind that a pemlty of 
5% will be added to all taxes unpaid 
on the 15th of December.

In every 
instance farmers state the yield of 
grain has been considerably more than 
estimated and they were obliged to 
erect more granary space to accommo¬ 
date the crop. Up to the prescnLtime 
there has only been 20% of the grain 
shipped.
